Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill shall 
be received by the House after the first 10 
days of each Session, nor may any Private 
Bill be presented to the House after the first 
three weeks of each Session, nor may any 
report of any Standing or Select Committee 
upon a Private Bill be received after the first 
four weeks of each Session, and no motion 
for the suspension or modification of this 
Standing Order shall be entertained by the 
House until the same has been reported on 
by the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to the 
House. And if this rule shall be suspended 
or modified as aforesaid, the promoters of 
any Private Bill which is presented after the 
time hereinbefore limited, or for which the 
petition has been received after the time 
hereinbefore limited, shall in either case pay 
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double the fees required in respect of such 
Bill by this rule, unless the House shall 
order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the Clerk 
of the House, eight clear days before the 
opening of the Session. 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be presented 

to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, with 
publication proved by a statutory 
declaration of affidavit to the satis- 
faction of the Clerk of the House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill and 
petition the applicant shall also pay to the 
Clerk of the House the sum of $300. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the Clerk 
of the House at least eight clear days before 
the opening of the Session or if the petition 
has not been presented to the House within 
the first 10 days of the Session, the amount 
to be paid to the Clerk shall be $600. If the 
Bill shall not pass second reading, one-half 
of the fees shall be returned. 

100. (1) All applications to the Legisla- 
tive Assembly for Private Bills of any nature 
whatsoever shall require the publication of a 
notice clearly and distinctly specifying the 
nature and object of the application, and 
when the application refers to any proposed 
work, indicating sufficiently the location of 
the work, to be signed by or on behalf of the 
applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in The 
British Columbia Gazette and once a week 
in one leading daily newspaper freely cir- 
culating in all parts of the Province. The 
notice in such newspaper to appear on 
Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such a 
nature that it may particularly affect one or 
more electoral districts, the notice shall fur- 
thermore be published once a week if possi- 
ble in some newspaper in every electoral 
district affected, or if there be no newspaper 
published therein, then in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the electoral district nearest 
thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of four 
weeks during the interval of time between 
the close of the next preceding Session and 
the consideration of the petition.

If amendments are 
made to any Bill during its progress before 
the Committee on Private Bills, or through 
the House, such Bill shall be reprinted by 
the promoters.

BYLAWS OF THE BRITISH COLUMBIA 
SOCIETY OF LANDSCAPE ARCHITECTS 


Part I—Interpretation 


1. In these bylaws, unless the context 
otherwise requires, 


(a) “‘Board’’ means the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Society; 


(b) “Society Act’ means the Society Act 
of the Province of British Columbia 
from time to time in force and all 
amendments thereto; 


““Society’’ means the British Colum- 
bia Society of Landscape Architects; 


(d) ‘‘Act’? means the Architects (Land- 
scape) Act of the Province of British 
Columbia from time to time in force 
and all amendments thereto; 


(e) ““Board of Examiners’” means the 
body described in section 8 of the 
Act. 


2. Words importing the singular include 
the plural and vice versa; and words import- 
ing a male person include a female person 
and a corporation. 


Part II—Membership 


3. There shall be 6 classes of members in 
the Society; the said classes to be designated 
as follows: 


(a) a ‘“‘“Member’’, who shall be a person 
who has satisfied the requirements 
contained in these bylaws and the 
Act, and is accepted into membership 
of the Society by the Board; 

(b) a ‘‘Temporary Member’’, who 
wishes to practise temporarily in the 
Province of British Columbia; 

(c) an “Associate Member’, who shall 
be referred to as an ‘“‘Affiliate’’ of the 
Society; 

(d) a “Life Member’’, who shall be a 
person who has retired from practice;

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(e) an “Honorary Member’’, who shall 
be a person distinguished in the com- 
munity; 

(f) a “Student Member’, who shall be a 
person preparing for membership of 
the Society. 

4. Atno time shall the aggregate number 
of Affiliates, Life and Honorary Members 
exceed the number of Members. 

5. (i) A person applying to become a 
member of the Society shall be known as an 
Applicant. 

(ii) The following are the requirements 
for an Applicant to become a Member of the 
Society. 

(a) An Applicant shall either have com- 
pleted a degree in landscape architec- 
ture that is approved by the Board or 
have been employed for 6 years in the 
field of landscape architecture to the 
approval of the Board. The posses- 
sion by an Applicant of a degree in an 
allied discipline may, at the discre- 
tion of the Board, count towards the 
required 6-year period of employ- 
ment. 

In addition to the employment re- 

ferred to in Bylaw 5 (11) (a), an Appli- 

cant must be employed for 2 years in 

Canada under the supervision of a 

Member of the Society or a person 

with qualifications acceptable to the 

Board. The final year of this employ- 

ment shall be in British Columbia. 

An Applicant shall submit an ap- 

plication in writing on a form ap- 

proved by the Board to the Registrar 
of the Society and enclose the re- 
quired fee. 

The Registrar shall refer the com- 

pleted application form to the Mem- 

bership Committee. 

(e) The Membership Committee shall 
satisfy itself as to the character, edu- 
cation and experience of the Appli- 
cant. 

(f) The Membership Committee shall 
report their findings to the Board 
who shall consider the report and 
recommend whether the Applicant 
should sit the preliminary examina- 
tion at the end of the term of employ- 
ment referred to in Bylaw 5S (11) (b). 

(g) The preliminary examination shall be 
held annually at a time and place to 
be announced in the bulletin of the 
Society and in the Vancouver and 
Victoria daily papers. 

(h) The arrangements for the prelimin- 
ary examinations shall be the respon- 
sibility of the Registrar and shall be 
reviewed annually by the President of 
the Society. 
An Applicant must pass all sections 
of the preliminary examination 
within 5 successive years from the 
date of recommendation by the Board 
that he be able to take the preliminary 
examination. 

(j) Any papers for the preliminary ex- 
amination that fall below the passing 
grade will be reread by the Examina- 
tion Committee.

decision of the Examination Com- 
mittee shall be reviewed by the Board

(k) An Applicant shall be notified in 
writing by the Registrar of the results 
of his preliminary examination. 

(1) An Applicant will be eligible to ap- 
pear before the Board of Examiners 
when the Board is satisfied that all of 
the above requirements are com- 
plete. 

(m) The Board of Examiners shall have 
final decision on the eligibility of 
Applicants and shall notify the Board 
of its decisions. 

(n) The Board shall notify each Appli- 
cant of the decision of the Board of 
Examiners and, upon payment of the 


Applicant as a Member of the So- 
ciety. 

(iii) The Board may, upon payment of 
the prescribed fee and submission of a writ- 
ten application, accept as a Member of the 
Society a person who satisfies the Board 
that he 

(a) has been a resident of Canada for the 
two years immediately preceding his 
application, and 
has been a resident of British Colum- 
bia for the year immediately preced- 
ing his application, and ne 
has passed examinations outside the 
Province equivalent to those admin- 
istered by the Board of Examiners for 
Applicants within the Province, or 
is or has-been practising landscape 
architecture outside the Province and 
is a member in good standing of a 
similar society or other entity or 
group in the jurisdiction in which he 
is or has been practising, the mem- 
bership qualifications for which are 
at least equivalent to the qualifica- 
tions required for Applicants for 
membership within the Province. 


(iv) (a) A person, not resident in British 
Columbia, who is a member in good stand- 
ing of an association or society of landscape 
architecture approved by the Board and who 
wishes to practise temporarily in this 
Province together with a Member in good 
standing of the Society and in connection 
with a specific project may apply to the 
Society for permission to do so. 

(b) An application under this provision 
shall be made to the Registrar on a form 
approved by him and be accompanied by a 
fee equal to the current annual dues for 
membership in the Society. Such fee to ap- 
ply to each specific project. 


(c) The Member of the Society with 
whom the applicant under this provision 
seeks to collaborate shall remain responsi- 
ble for the supervision of the project and for 
the validation of all drawings, estimates, 
documents and reports in connection with it 
by his numbered stamp. 


(d) A person whose application is ac- 
cepted under this bylaw shall be known as a 
Temporary Member.

(v) An “Associate Member’’, who shall 
be referred to as an “‘Affiliate’’ of the So- 
ciety, and shall be a person associated with 
the field of landscape architecture or the 
allied arts. A person upon receiving the en- 
dorsement of at least 3 Members, one of 
whom has been a Member in good standing 
for 3 years, may apply to the Board to be an 
Affiliate of the Society. The Directors shall 
determine if the applicant is qualified to be 
an Affiliate of the Society and shall notify 
him of the Board’s decision. The number of 
Affiliates of the Society shall not at any time 
exceed 40% of the Members of the Society. 

(vi) A person who has been a regular 
Member, in good standing and who has dis- 
tinguished himself in the field of landscape 
architecture and who has retired from prac- 
tice, may be nominated for Life Member- 
ship in the Society by any Member in good 
standing of the Society, and upon election 
by a vote of two-thirds of the Board shall 
become a Life Member. A Life Member 
shall retain all of the privileges of a Member 
of the Society, but shall be exempt from the 
requirement to pay annual membership 
dues. 

(vii) A person who has distinguished 
himself in the field related to landscape ar- 
chitecture may be nominated for Honorary 
Membership in the Society by any member 
in good standing of the Society and upon 
election by a vote of two-thirds of the Board 
shall become an Honorary Member. An 
Honorary Member shall retain all of the 
privileges of a Member of the Society but 
shall be exempt from the requirement to pay 
annual membership dues. 


(viii) Any person who is registered in a 
university program leading to a degree in 
the field of landscape architecture or who is 
preparing for membership of the Society by 
employment in the feld of landscape archi- 
tecture and who intends to become a mem- 
ber in the Society is eligible to become a 
Student Member of the Society. 


6. All persons who are Members of the 
British Columbia Society of Landscape Ar 
chitects as of the date of the passing of the 
Act, and all persons thereafter admitted as 
Members of the British Columbia Society of 
Landscape Architects shall continue as such 
until membership is terminated. 


7. A person shall cease to be a member of 
the Society 
(i) by delivering his resignation in writ- 

ing to the Registrar of the Society or 
by mailing or delivering it to the 
address of the Society, or 

(ii) upon his death, or 

(ili) on being expelled, or 

(iv) on having been a member not in 
good standing for 60 consecutive 
days by reason of failing to pay his 
current annual membership fee or 
any other subscription or debt due or 
owing by him to the Society, and he 
is not in good standing so long as the 
debt remains unpaid. 


8. (1) A Member who ceases to be a 
Member by reason of nonpayment of dues 
may be reinstated as a Member by the Board 
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upon payment of all outstanding dues and 
penalties assessed by the Board and upon 
fulfillment of such other requirements as 
may be determined by the Board. 


(ii) A Member in good standing who 
ceases to be a Member by reason of resigna- 
tion may be reinstated as a Member by the 
Board upon payment of his current dues and 
upon fulfillment of such other requirements 
as may be determined by the Board. 


(iii) A Member who ceases to be a Mem- 
ber for any other reason besides those stated 
above may be considered for reinstatement 
by the Board no earlier than 2 years from the 
date on which he ceased to be a Member. 


9. Every Member shall uphold the Con- 
stitution, comply with these bylaws, and 
shall conduct himself in a manner becoming 
a Member of the Society, and shall do 
nothing to prejudice the interest or reputa- 
tion of the landscape architectural profes- 
sion. 


Part III—Meetings of Members 


10. (i) General meetings of the Society 
shall be held at such time and place, in 
accordance with the Society Act, as the 
Board may determine, unless these bylaws 
provide otherwise, procedures at general 
meetings of the Society shall accord with the 
most recent edition of Robert’s Rules of 
Order. 


(ii) An Annual General Meeting shall be 
held at least once every calendar year and 
shall be held either in the months of January 
or February. 


(iii) At an Annual General Meeting the 
Members shall elect by majority vote the 
Directors and a President, and consider re- 
ports of the affairs of the Society and trans- 
act such other business as may properly be 
brought before the meeting. 


11. Each general meeting, other than an 
Annual General Meeting, is an extraordin- 
ary general meeting. 


12. The President, the Board, or any 2 
members thereof, may call an extraordinary 
general meeting whenever they think fit. 


13. (i) The Directors of the Society 
shall, on the requisition of 10% or more of 
the voting Members of the Society, herein 
called the ‘“‘Requisitionists”’ , forthwith con- 
vene a general meeting of the Society. 


(ii) The requisition shall state the pur- 
pose of the general meeting, be signed by 
the Requisitionists, and be delivered or sent 
by registered mail to the address of the So- 
ciety, and may consist of several documents 
in like form each signed by one or more 
Requisitionists. 

(iii) If, within 21 days after the date of 
the delivery of the requisition, the Directors 
do not convene a general meeting, the Req- 
uisitionists, or a majority of them, may 
themselves convene a general meeting to be 
held within 4 months after the date of the 
delivery of the requisition. 

(iv) A general meeting convened by the 
Requisitionists shall be convened in the 
same manner, as nearly as possible, as gen- 
eral meetings are convened by the Direc- 
tors. 


14. (i) Notice of a general meeting shall 
be given in writing to Members entitled to 
vote, by the Registrar or any Director, and 
shall specify the place, the day and the hour 
of the meeting, and in the case of special 
business, the general nature of the business 
to be transacted. 


(ii) Such notices shall be sent to the 
Members’ addresses appearing on the books 
of the Society, or supplied to the Society for 
purpose of notice. 


(iii) Four weeks’ notice shall be given for 
the Annual General Meeting, and 2 weeks’ 
notice shall be given for extraordinary gen- 
eral meetings. 


(iv) The accidental omission to give 
notice of a general meeting to, or the non- 
receipt of a notice by, any of the Members 
entitled to receive notice does not invalidate 
proceedings at that meeting. 


Part IV—Proceedings at General 
Meetings 


15. Special businesss is 

(i) all business at an extraordinary gen- 
eral meeting except the adoption of 
the rules of order, and 


(ii) all business that is transacted at an 
Annual General Meeting, except, 
(a) the adoption of rules of order, 
(b) the consideration of financial 
statements, 

(c) the report of Directors, 

(d) the report of the auditor, if any, 

(e) the election of the President, 

(f) the election of Directors, 

(g) the appointment of the auditor, if 
required, and 

(h) such other business as, under 
these bylaws, is to be transacted 
at an Annual General Meeting, 
or business which is brought un- 
der consideration by the Report 
of the Directors issued with the 
notice convening the meeting. 


16. (i) No business, other than the ad- 
journment or termination of the meeting, 
shall be conducted at a general meeting at a 
time where a quorum is not present. 


(ii) All resolutions passed at an Annual 
General Meeting shall be passed by ordi- 
nary resolution, except those resolutions 
which by these bylaws or the Society Act 
require a special resolution. 


(iii) If at any time during a general meet- 
ing no quorum is present, then business and 
progress shall be suspended until there is a 
quorum present or until the meeting is ad- 
journed or terminated. 


(iv) A quorum is 35% of the Members of 
the Society who are present at a general 
meeting and entitled to vote thereat. 


17. (i) If, however, a quorum is not pres- 
ent within 30 minutes from the time ap- 
pointed for a general meeting, the meeting 
shall stand adjourned to the same day in the 
week, at the same time and place and if, at 
the adjourned meeting, a quorum is not 
present within 30 minutes from the time 
appointed for the meeting, the meeting shall 
be terminated. 


(ii) In the event that a meeting is termi- 
nated according to these bylaws, the Board 
may provide for the election of Directors 
and a President by mail ballot or ballots, and 
the Board shall have the power to submit any 
other question affecting the business of the 
Society to the membership at large on a mail 
ballot or ballots. 

(iii) In the event that the Board resolves 
to provide voting by mail ballot pursuant to 
Bylaw 18 (ii), the election of Directors and 
the President, and resolutions affecting the 
business of the Society shall be passed by a 
majority of the votes cast, except special 
resolutions which shall be passed by 75% of 
the votes cast. 


18. Subject to Bylaws 17, the President 
of the Society, the Vice-President, or in the 
absence of both, one of the Directors present 
shall preside as Chairman of a general 
meeting. 

19. If at a general meeting 

(i) there is no President, Vice-President, 

or other Director present within 15 
minutes after the time appointed for 
holding the meeting, or 

(ii) the President and all the other Direc- 

tors present are unwilling to act as 
Chairman, 
the members present shall choose one of 
their number to be Chairman. 


20. (i) A general meeting may be ad- 
journed from time to time and from place to 
place, but no business shall be transacted at 
an adjourned meeting other than the busi- 
ness left unfinished at the meeting from 
which the adjournment took place. 


(ii) Where a meeting is adjourned for 30 
days or more, notice of the adjourned meet- 
ing shall be given. If a meeting is adjourned 
for less than 30 days it shall not be necessary 
to give any notice of the adjournment or of 
the business to be transacted at an adjourned 
meeting other than by announcement at the 
meeting which such adjournment is taken. 

(111) Except as provided in this bylaw, it 
is not necessary to give notice of an adjourn- 
ment or of the business to be transacted at an 
adjourned general meeting. 


21. (i) Only a Member in good standing 
at a meeting of members is entitled to vote, 
and such Member shall be entitled to one 
vote. 

(ii) Voting is by show of hands. 

(iii) Voting by proxy is not permitted. 

(iv) No Affiliate Member, Temporary 
Member, Student Member, Honorary Mem- 
ber, is entitled to vote at a meeting of Mem- 
bers, but such persons are entitled to receive 
notice of and attend such meetings. 


Part V—Directors and Officers 


22. (i) The Directors may exercise all 
such powers and do all such acts and things 
as the Society may exercise and do, and 
which are not by these bylaws or by statute 
or otherwise lawfully directed or required to 
be exercised or done by the Society in gen- 
eral meeting, but subject, nevertheless to 
the provisions of 

(a) all laws affecting the Society, 

(b) these bylaws,

(c) rules, not being inconsistent with 
these bylaws, which are made from 
time to time by the Society in general 
meeting, and 

(d) the Act. 

(ii) No rule, made by the Society in gen- 
eral meeting, invalidates the prior act of the 
Directors that would have been valid if that 
rule had not been made. 

(iii) The Director shall have the power to 
allow designated persons or classes of per- 
sons who are not Members to attend meet- 
ings, and otherwise participate in a non- 
voting manner in the affairs of the Society. 

23. The Board shall consist of 7 Direc- 
tors, 6 of whom shall be elected as provided 
by these Bylaws, and the seventh Director 
shall be the President as elected from year to 
year. 

24. (i) A total of 3 Directors shall be 
elected at each Annual General Meeting, 
such Directors to serve a term of 2 years. 

(ii) The term of office of each elected 
Director shall begin following the Annual 
General Meeting, and shall overlap by one 
year the term of office of the 3 other Direc- 
tors who were elected at the previous An- 
nual General Meeting. 


(iii) An election may be by acclamation, 
otherwise it shall be by a vote of Members. 


(iv) If no successor is elected, the person 
previously elected or appointed continues to 
hold office. 


25. (i) Ifa Director resigns his office or 
otherwise ceases to hold office, the remain- 
ing Directors may elect by simple majority a 
Member to fill the vacancy. 

(ii) A Director so elected shall hold of- 
fice until the conclusion of the next follow- 
ing Annual General Meeting or a special 
meeting called for that purpose, but he is 
eligible for re-election at that meeting. 


(iii) Where a Director tenders his resig- 
nation to be effective at a future date, the 
Board may elect a successor to take office 
until the effective date of the former Direc- 
tor’s resignation. 


(iv) No act or proceeding of the Board is 
invalid only by reason of there being less 
than the prescribed number of Directors in 
office. 


26. The Members may by special resolu- 
tion remove a Director before the expiration 
of his term of office and may elect by ordi- 
nary resolution a successor to complete the 
term of office. 


27. No Director shall be reimbursed for 
being or acting as a Director, but a Director 
shall be reimbursed for all expenses neces- 
sarily and reasonably incurred by him while 
engaged in the affairs of the Society. 


28. The President shall be elected an- 
nually by majority vote of the Members 
immediately prior to the election of the Di- 
rectors at an Annual General Meeting. 


29. (i) The Board at its first meeting fol- 
lowing the Annual General Meeting, shall 
appoint all other Officers of the Society. The 
Vice-President shall be appointed from 
amongst the members of the Board. 
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(ii) In the event of a vacancy of an office, 
the Board shall re-appoint another Director 
to that office. 

(iii) An Officer appointed under this by- 
law shall hold office until the Annual Gen- 
eral Meeting following his appointment. 


Part VI—Proceedings of Directors 

30. (i) The Directors shall meet reg- 
ularly at least 9 times per year at such times 
as they think fit. 

(ii) A quorum of the Board of Directors 
shall be not less than a majority of the 
Board. 

(iii) A minority of the Directors, in the 
absence of a quorum, may adjourn the meet- 
ing but may not transact any business. 

(iv) The President shall be Chairman of 
all meetings of the Directors; but if at any 
meeting the President is not present within 
30 minutes after the time appointed for 
holding the meeting, the Vice-President 
shall act as Chairman, but if neither is pres- 
ent the Directors may choose one of their 
number to be Chairman at that meeting. 


31. The Directors may delegate any, but 
not all, of their powers to the President or to 
such committees as they think fit. 


32. The minutes shall be taken and cop- 
ies distributed to each Director prior to the 
next regular meeting of the Directors. 


33. A Director who may be absent tem- 
porarily from British Columbia may send or 
deliver to the address of the Society a waiver 
of notice, which may be by letter, telegram, 
telex or cable, of any meeting of the Direc- 
tors and may, at any time, withdraw a 
waiver, and until the waiver is withdrawn, 

(a) no notice of meetings of Directors 

shall be sent to that Director, and 

(b) any and all meetings of the Directors 

of the Society, notice of which has not 
been given to that Director shall, if a 
quorum of the Directors is present, 
be valid and effective. 

34. (i) Questions arising at any meeting 
of the Directors and committee of Directors 
shall be decided by a majority of votes. 


(ii) In the case of an equality of votes the 
Chairman does not have a second or casting 
vote. 

35. No resolution passed at a meeting of 
Directors or committee of Directors need be 
seconded and the Chairman of a meeting 
may move or propose a resolution. 

36. Aresolution in writing, signed by all 
the Directors and placed in the minutes of 
the Directors is as valid and effective as if 
regularly passed at a meeting of Directors. 


Part VII—Duties of Officers 


37. (i) The President shall preside at all 
meetings of the Society and of the Directors. 
(ii) The President is the Chief Executive 
Officer of the Society and shall, subject to 
the control of the Board of Directors, have 
general supervision, direction and control 
of the business and affairs of the Society. 
38. The Vice-President shall carry out 
the duties of the President during his ab- 


sence and shall perform such other duties as 
the Board of Directors shall prescribe. 


39. The Registrar shall 

(a) keep or cause to be kept a Register of 
the Members, Affiliated, Life, Hon- 
orary, Student and Temporary Mem- 
bers of the Society, 

(b) be responsible for the issue of an an- 
nual certification of membership, 

(c) procure all Members’ stamps and 
have charge of their distribution and 
be responsible for their issue, 

(d) present to the Board of Examiners all 
Applicants for membership, 

(e) be chairman of the Committee on 
Public and Professional Relations, 

(f) conduct the correspondence of the 
Society, 

(g) issue notices of meetings of the So- 
ciety and the Directors, 

(h) keep minutes of all meetings of the 
Society and Directors, 

(1) have custody of all records and docu- 
ments of the Society except those re- 
quired to be kept by the Treasurer, 

(j) have custody of the Common Seal of 
the Society, 

(k) cause the Society to make all neces- 
sary filings required under the So- 
ciety Act and the Act and ensure that 
the Society’s Minute Book is accu- 
rate and maintained in compliance 
with the Society Act and the Act. 


40. The Treasurer shall 

(a) keep such financial records, includ- 
ing books of account, as are neces- 
sary to comply with the Society Act, 

(b) render financial statements to the Di- 
rector, Members and others when 
required. 


41. The Past President shall 

(a) be a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors in an advisory capacity until the 
next Annual General Meeting follow- 
ing the commencement of his term as 
Past President and be Chairman of the 
Nomination Committee. 


42. Inthe absence of the Registrar froma 
meeting, the Directors shall appoint another 
person to act in his stead. 


Part Vi[J—Committees 


43. (i) There shall be 5 standing Com- 
mittees of the Board, each to have not less 
than 3 Members where practicable. 


(ii) The President, within 30 days after 
his election to office, shall appoint the 
Chairman and other members of these Com- 
mittees and shall announce such appoint- 
ment at a regular meeting of the Directors. 


(111) Committee members shall hold of- 
fice until the next Annual General Meeting 
following their appointment. 


(iv) The Committees and their duties are 
(a) The Membership Committee shall 
(A) investigate and evaluate all ap- 
plications for membership, 
(B) compile findings of investiga- 
tions and examinations and re- 
port to the Board, 
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(C) upon acceptance of an Applicant 
by the Board, file the application 
with the Registrar for presenta- 
tion to the Board of Examiners. 

(b) the Committee on Public and Profes- 
sional Relations shall 

(A) consider all matters of fees, rela- 
tions with the public, contrac- 
tors, and commercial bodies. 

(c) The Committee on Finance shall 

(A) consider all assessments and 
budget matters, 

(B) prepare and recommend to the 
Board for adoption the Annual 
Budget and Annual Dues, 

(C) cause to be kept current records 
of disbursements with relation to 
the budget. 

(d) The Committee on bylaws shall 

(A) consider all matters relating to 
these bylaws, the interpretation 
thereof and amendments thereto. 

(e) The Nomination Committee shall 

(A) no later than 60 days prior to the 
next Annual General Meeting, 
present to the Board of Directors 
a list of nominees for considera- 
tion for election to the Board 
at the next Annual General 
Meeting. 

44. Special Committees may be ap- 
pointed for specific purposes by the Presi- 
dent for specific periods of time. 


45. Each Committee shall keep full min- 
utes of all meetings and shall file a copy 
thereof with the Registrar at the following 
meeting of the Directors. 


Part IX—Society Records and Reports 


46. The Society shall maintain adequate 
and correct accounts, books and records of 
its business and properties, at its principal 
place of business. 

47. The original or a copy of these by- 
laws, as amended to date, and certified by 
the Registrar shall be open to inspection to 
the Members of the Society. 

48. All cheques, drafts or other orders 
for payment of money notes or other evi- 
dences of indebtedness, issued in the name 
of, or payable to the Society, shall be signed 
or endorsed by such persons and in such 
manner as shall be determined by resolution 
of the Board of Directors. 

49. (i) The Board of Directors, except 
where otherwise provided by these bylaws, 
may authorize any officer or officers, agent 
or agents, to enter into any contract or ex- 
ecute any instrument in the name of and on 
behalf of the Society. The authority so 
granted may be general or confined to a 
specific instance. — 

(ii) Unless as authorized by the Board of 
Directors, no officer, agent or employee 
may have any power or authority to bind the 
Society in any contract or engagement, or to 
pledge its credit, or to enter it liable for any 
purpose or to any amount. 

50. (i) The Directors shall cause to be 
sent to the Members, no later than 60 days 
after the close of the fiscal year, a balance 
sheet as of the closing date of such year, 


together with a financial statement of in- 
come and profit or loss for such year. 


(ii) The financial statement shall be cer- 
tified by a member in good standing of ei- 
ther the Canadian Institute of Chartered Ac- 
countants, or the Certified General Accoun- 
tants’ Association of British Columbia. 


Part X—Certificates of Membership 


51. Upon acceptance of a Member by the 
Board of Examiners and the Board of Direc- 
tors, a certificate of membership will be 
issued upon completion of the requirements 
for membership. 


Part XI—Stamp 


52. Every Member shall have a num- 
bered stamp, the impression of which shall 
contain the name of the Member and the 
words “Registered Member, British Colum- 
bia Society of Landscape Architects’, 
which he shall apply, together with his sig- 
nature, to all working drawings and specifi- 
cations issued from his office for use in the 
Province. 


53. No Member shall affix his stamp to 
or sign any working drawings or specifica- 
tions that has not been prepared by him or in 
his office under his supervision. 

54. Each Member upon election shall 
make application for his stamp to the Regis- 
trar, stating the name and address of the 
applicant. 

55. The Registrar shall procure all 
stamps, have charge of their distribution, 
will be held responsible for their issue. 

56. All stamps issued by the Registrar 
shall remain the property of the Society, and 
shall be returned to the Registrar when a 
Member ceases to be a Member of the So- 
ciety. 


Part XII—Society Seal 


57. (i) The Society Seal shall be in cir- 
cular form, and shall have inscribed thereon 
the name of the Society, the date of its regis- 
tration (April 6, 1968), and the words 
“Province of British Columbia’’. 

(ii) The Society Seal shall be in the 
custody of the Registrar at the Society’s of- 
fice, 

(iii) The Common Seal shall be affixed 
only when authorized by resolution of the 
Directors and then only in the presence of 
the person prescribed in the resolution or if 
no Members are prescribed, in the presence 
of the President and Registrar. 


Part X11]—Financial 


58. The fiscal year of the Society shall 
begin on the Ist day of January and end on 
the 31st day of December. 

59. (i) Dues of Members and Affiliates 
shall be paid annually in advance and the 
amount of such dues shall be regulated by 
the Board. Dues of the current year shall be 
delinquent if they have not been paid by the 
31st day of December of the previous year. 
A Member or Affiliate whose dues are de- 
linquent is not a member in good standing. 


(ii) Dues for new Members shall be pro 
rated on a quarterly basis. 


(iii) Upon payment of annual dues, ver- 
ification of such payment shall be issued to 
each Member, Affiliate Member and Tem- 
porary Member, of the Society. 

(iv) There shall be no dues payable by 
Honorary or Life Members. 


(v) The Board shall fix fees payable by 
Applicants and Student Members. 


60. Any Member allowing dues to be- 
come delinquent shall be assessed a penalty 
amounting to 15% of the annual dues. 


61. The Registrar shall publish 30 days 
following the Annual General Meeting, a 
list of names of those Members of the So- 
ciety in good standing, together with those 
of Affiliate Members, Honorary, Life and 
Student Members. 


62. (i) The Finance Committee shall 
prepare a tentative budget for the coming 
fiscal year, which shall be submitted to each 
Director prior to each October. 


(ii) The Board shall consider and ap- 
prove the proposed budget, and this budget 
shall be submitted to the Members of the 
Society 60 days prior to the Annual General 
Meeting. 

(iii) The budget shall show in detail the 
anticipated income and expenditures of the 
Society for the coming fiscal year. 

(iv) Following the adoption of the annual 
budget, the authority of the Board shall be 
limited to the appropriations set forth 
therein. 


Part XIV—Notice to Members 


63. A notice may be given to a member, 
either personally or by mail to him at his 
address appearing on the records of the So- 
ciety. 

64. A notice sent by mail shall be 
deemed to have been given on the fourth day 
following that on which the notice is posted, 
and in proving that notice has been given it 
is sufficient to prove that the notice was 
properly addressed and put in a Canadian 
post office receptacle. 


65. (i) Notice of a general meeting shall 
be given to every Member, Affiliate, Life 
and Honorary Member shown on the Regis- 
ter on the day notice is given. 


(ii) No other person is-entitled to receive 
a notice of general meeting unless so permit- 
ted by the Board of Directors. 


Part XV—Competition 


66. A Member may approach a prospec- 
tive Client either directly or at the latter’s 
request. In either case the Member shall not 
attempt to influence the Client’s position by 
any submission of designs or technical data 
pertaining to the project in question, or by 
the provision of any form of service, until he 
has been formally retained and is in full 
receipt of the Client’s instructions. 

67. No Member may attempt, directly or 
indirectly, to supplant another member 
when employment of the latter has been 
confirmed by a client. 

68. More than one member may not sub- 
mit to a Client designs, technical data or any 
form of service on the same problem except 
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through the medium of a formal competi- 
tion, or as may be specifically approved in 
writing by the Board, or subject to 73 below. 

The Board may approve of such special 
arrangements if it is satisfied that all such 
members retained will be equitably dealt 
with, and equally and adequately recom- 
pensed. 

69. No Member may undertake a com- 
mission until the services of any Member 
previously retained for the work have been 
terminated, and any outstanding fees paid. 

70. No Member may enter a formal com- 
petition as competitor advisor or juror, ex- 
cept such a competition be approved in writ- 
ing by the Board. Unless the Board rules 
otherwise, such approval may be assumed 
to be automatically given to any competition 
which has the approval of any Provincial 
Component Association of the Canadian 
Society of Landscape Architects or of the 
International Federation of Landscape Ar 
chitects. 

71. No Member may, except as a duly 
authorized competitor, attempt to obtain 
work for which an approved competition is 
in progress. 

72. No competing Member may attempt 
to influence, directly or indirectly the 
awards in any approved competition. 


73. No Member may accept a commis- 
sion to do work for which an approved com- 
petition has been instituted, if he has acted 
in an advisory capacity, either in drawing 
the conditions or making the awards. 


Part XVI—Advertising 


74. A Member may promote or advertise 

individual ability as follows: 

(i) by displaying name and illustra- 
tions of work at the usual place of 
business; 

(ii) by erecting a sign bearing the Mem- 
ber’s name and address on work un- 
der construction; 

(iii) by affixing his name with the cli- 
ent’s consent permanently to work 
for which the Member has been re- 
sponsible. 


75. The requirements for advertising by 
a Member shall be 

(i) that it preserves the public interest 
by reporting accurate and factual 
information which neither exagger- 
ates nor misleads, 

(ii) that it does not impair the dignity of 
the profession, 

(iii) that it does not contain criticism of 
other Members directly or indi- 
rectly, 

(iv) that it shall not promote any work or 
project other than that of the subject 
Member, other than the subject firm 
or Member, 

(v) that it shall indicate that the Mem- 
ber is a Member of the British Co- 
lumbia Society of Landscape Ar- 
chitects, 

(vi) that fees are neither quoted nor im- 
plied. 

76. When a Member has been retained to 

design a definite project he may display 


such designs by publishing them in news- 
papers and magazines or otherwise present- 
ing them to the public, provided the name of 
the project and the name of the Member are 
prominently displayed on each drawing. 

77. A Member may present lectures of 
an educational nature either with or without 
remuneration. 

78. No Member may promote or adver- 
tise work or ability beyond the limits set out 
in subparagraphs 78 to 81 above. “‘Bro- 
chures and resumes describing individual or 
company capabilities and projects shall be 
in accordance with the requirements of para- 
graph 75.” 


Part XVII—Communications 


79. General—No statements, whether 
verbal or in writing, should be attributed to 
the Society, its officers, or its Committees 
except with prior approval of the Board and 
the accordance with in this policy regula- 
tion. 

80. Media—All public statements, 
press releases, or other communications 
with media must be sent to the Registrar and 
approved by the President before release. 


81. National—As the President repre- 
sents the Society on the Board of Governors 
of the Canadian Society of Landscape Ar 
chitects all inter-provincial or national com- 
munications must be sent by him or under 
his signature except as follows: 

(a) correspondence on registration 
which may be handled by the Regis- 
trar or office staff as appropriate; 

(b) administrative matters flowing from 
the Registrar to other offices or as 
directed by the President or Board; 

(c) other special designated matters or 
committees where the Board has ap- 
pointed a member to act. In such 
cases the member will report to the 
Board and keep the President in- 
formed of all significant national 
communications. 


82. Committees—Committees will re- 
port to the Board through their respective 
chairmen, and may communicate verbally 
with related local bodies which are a logical 
contact for the respective committees. All 
written communications outside of the So- 
ciety will be sent to the Registrar for final 
preparation and review. Provincial govern- 
ment or Crown corporations may only be 
contacted on nonpolicy matters appropriate 
to the respective committee. Any other gov- 
emment contacts should be cleared in ad- 
vance with the Registrar and the Board. 


Part XVIII]—Complaints 


83. (a) All complaints levied against a 
Member of the Society, by a member of the 
public, or another Member of the Society 
shall be referred to the Registrar. Where the 
matter can be settled between the complain- 
ant and the Registrar, no permanent record 
of the matter will be kept and no report is 
required. 

(b) Where the Registrar cannot readily 
satisfy a complainant or he deems the matter 
to be serious, he will ask the complainant to 


submit a complaint in writing. A copy of the 
written complaint will then be forwarded to 
the Member concerned and he will be asked 
to respond in writing within 14 days. A copy 
of the Member’s response will then be sent 
to the complainant. The Registrar shall con- 
duct such investigation or investigations 
into the matter as he thinks fit. 

(c) If the Registrar cannot satisfy the par- 
ties to a complaint, then he shall refer the 
matter to the Board who shall advise the 
Registrar on how to proceed and may refer 
the complaint to the President, or any 2 
Directors for investigation and resolution. 

(d) The Directors shall have the power, 
by unanimous vote of those present at a 
meeting of Directors, to expel or suspend 
any Member whose conduct shall have been 
determined by the Directors to have been 
improper, unbecoming a Member of the 
Society, or prejudicial to the interest or rep- 
utation of the landscape architecture profes- 
sion, or who wilfully breaches the Constitu- 
tion or Bylaws of the Society; PROVIDED 
THAT no Member shall be expelled or sus- 
pended without first being notified in writ- 
ing of the complaint against him by regis- 
tered mail at least 15 days before final action 
is taken thereon. This statement shall be 
accompanied by a notice of the place and 
time of the meeting of the Board at which the 
complaint shall be considered, and the 
Member shall have the opportunity to ap- 
pear in person, with or without representa- 
tion, and present any defence to such com- 
plaint, before action is taken thereon. 


(e) In the event that a Member against 
whom a complaint is levied is a Director, 
that Director shall not be entitled to vote on 
any resolution concerning his expulsion or 
suspension. 

(f) Every complaint received in writing 
concerning a Member of the Society will 
become part of the file of that Member. The 
name of a Member against whom a com- 
plaint is made will be kept confidential ex- 
cept in so far as is necessary for action 
concerning the complaint by the Board. 


Part XIX—Bylaws 
84. On being admitted to membership, a 
Member is entitled to and the Society shall 
give him, without charge, a copy of the 
Constitution and Bylaws of the Society. 
85. These Bylaws shall not be altered or 
added to except by special resolution.
